Health Tallks

PREVENTION OF IVY 
POISONING. 


Poison ivy has three leaves on a 
stem, the leaves appear waxy or shiny 
underneath. Two of the leaves are 
short stalked, but the middle leaf is 
long-stalked. Many persons mistake 
woodbine for poison ivy. Woodbine, 
however, has five leaves on a_ stem. 
The berries of poison ivy are greenish 
at first and later turn fellowish or 
ivory, whereas the berries of wood- 
bine are blue. As both of these vines 
often follow fences or trail over the 
ground of neglected places or climb 
ever other bushes or trees, it is well 
to remember these distinguishing fea- 
tures, ivy having three letters and 
three leaves, shiny underneath. 

The poison may be carried in the 
fumes or smoke from burning ivy. A 
susceptible person may be poisoned by 
passing near the growing plant, partic- 
ularly late in summer when the. plant 
is pollinating. Ordinarily actual con- 
tact is necessary to produce the char- 
acteristic skin inflammation. 

The best treatment is applied be- 
fore you get poisoned. If you know 
you are going to be exposed, apply 
to the exposed surfaces of skin orili- 
nary soap lather and let it dry on. 
Then repeatedly wash the exposed sur- 
faces with soapy water immediately 
after exposure. Wear rubber gloves 
if yon must handle poison ivy. Wash 
the gloves as carefully as you wash 
your hands, with several rinsings of 
soapy water. Always take pains to 
keep the wash water from further con- 
tact with normal skin, as it contains 
the poison and may produce inflamma- 
tion of the skin. Where contact with 
ivy is necessarily prolonged the ex- 
posed skin may be anointed with cup 
grease or petrolatum or any kind of 
grease or oil, instead of soap lather 
which does not remain long, and the 
grease as carefully washed away when 
the necessary work is finished, for it. 
too, contains the irritant principle. 
Likewise clothing that has come in 
contact with the ivy or with the wash- 
ings or dressings or exudate from. the 
inflamed or blistered skin. must be 
carefully washed or burned to pre- 
vent further poisoning. 

Persons who are very susceptible to 
ivy poisoning may acquire a sufficient 
degree of immunity to protect them 
through a season by taking internally, 
early in the season or 
son, minute homeopathic doses of tinc- 
ture of poison ivy leaf (rhus tox) and 
daily increasing the dose. A formula 
for such prophylactic is not necessary 
if one can obtain a good homeopathic 
tincture rhus tox—take one drop in 
a glassful of water after each meal 
the first day. two drops the second 
day, and so on, three doses daily until 
you reach a dose of thirty drops, then 
continue for two weeks taking one 
daily dose of 30 drops, and then once 
an week a single dose of 30 drops, 
always in a glassful of water, through- 
out the season. ‘These doses. remem- 
ber, are for the homeopathic tincture. 
not for a regular tincture. If a good 
homeopathie tineture from a reliable 
homeopathic pharmacy is not availahle 
this formula may be used for the im- 
munization course: 

Tincture (10 per cent strength) 
rhus toxieodendron, 15 drops. 

Giveerine, 2 drams 

Syrup of orange, enough to make 
three ounces. 

‘Take one drop of this in a gilassfu) 
of water after each meal, and increase 
by one drop each successive dose until 
you take 21 drops in a dose, there- 
after take one teaspoonful in a glass- 
ful of water after eating but only once 
daily throughout the season. 

This immunization process is not 
absolutely protective in all cases, but 
it certainly protects in many cases.

would have given the Memorial asso- 
ciation the right of eminent domain 
to cordemn land at the foot of Stone 
Mountain. 

Members. of the commission as 
named by the bill would be former 
Senator Hoke Smith, chairman: Mrs. 
Mary Harris Armor, of Eastman; the 
state superintendent of education; the 
game and fish commissioner, and the 
state “>rester. The measure was drawn 
up by Senators E. D. Rivers and 


Ralph Rosser, of tne senate subcom- ' 
mittee, and it is understood the pro- 
visions are satisfactory to the monu- 
mental association’s officers. 

The substitute bill is general 1 
character, although it originated out 
of the Stone Mountain controversy.

Georgia's health and agricultural 
departments and pensions to Confed- 
erate veterans received major consid- 
eration at the morning sessiosn as the 
house of representatives went forward 
with its deliberation on the general 
appropriations bill.

Chief among 
new items adopted Wednesday were 
a raise of $300,000 early in the pen 
sion fund for Confederate veterans 
and an amendment more thzn doubling 
the fund for treatment of tuberculosis 
in the state sanitorium at Alto, 

Night sessions were abolished after 
one had been held by adoption of a 
reoslution calling for long.: morning 
and afternoon sessions to make an 
eight-hour day. 

The day's activity. was punctuated 
by warm debate on various items on 
which amendments either used the 
pruning knife or called for increases of 
various size. 


School Vote Passes. 


Although the day's session was de- 
voted for the most part to passage of 
uncontested bills, a proposal by Sen- 
ator Green that would qualify voters 
of independent school districts in the 
election of county school superintend- 
ents, drew lively opposition on the 
part of a small group of senators. 

The bill passed by a vote of 30 to 
8, whereupon Senator H. H. Elders, 
of Reidsville, leader of the opposition, 
gave notice that he would put a mo- 
tion to reconsider. 

Other bills passed Tuesday after- 
noon and transmitted to the house 
included a measure by Senator My- 
rick to allow both divisions of the 
court of appeals to try criminal cases; 
another clarifies the law with regard 
to entrance and parole of inmates of 
the Georgia Training School for Girls 
and provides that the superintendent's 
salary be fixed by the school board 
of directors. 

A house bill receiving a favorable 
vote Tuesday was sponsored by = the 
Fulton delegation. It would allow 
jewelers to sell articles left with them 
for repair that remain unelaimed for 
a year. 

Provision for the licensing and 
examination of professional nurses is 
made under a bill passed by the 
senate Thesday. As drawn by Senator 
Hendrix, of Atlanta, the measure will 
require that all nurses register with 
the state board of examiners each 
year. 

Armistice day on November 11 will 
be proclaimed a ‘egal holiday under 
a new bill introduced in the upper 
house Tnesday by Senator Earle 
Cocke, of the 1fth district. 


Air Law Enforcement. 


Georgia sheriffs and policemen 
would be charged with enforcement 
of a set of aerial traffic laws to be 
promulgated by a proposed new board 
of aircraft commissioners, under a bill 
introduced Tuesday by Senator E. D. 
Rivers, of Lakeland. 

Pilots would be required to register 
with the commission both for flying 
licenses and for licenses for their 
planes. License tags similar to those 
on automobiles would be required. 

Provided the sheriff or policeman be 
able to catch a violator of air traffic 
laws, the pilot would be subject to 
a fine of from $205 to $100. 

Periodical inspection of planes 
would be required, no aircraft to be 
flown when the inspection showed it 
not to be airworthy. 

The plane license fee would be $15 
for personal use and $50 for com- 
mereial use. Flying license would be 
$10 for personal use and $50 for 
commercial flying. 

Acrobatics over cities would be 
prohibited and flying altitudes less 
than 1,000 feet. or too low to allow 
the plane to glidé beyond city limits 
in ease of motor trouble, would be 
in violation of the law.
